sylvania could handle the situation, if it desired to do so, as that 
state has a monopoly nn anthracite production. The conferees 
said as much, packed up their grips and returned home, leaving 
the unwanted child btill howling on the Pinchot doorstep. 


The parley having accomplished nothing, the coal barons are 


probably chuckling ov<>r ihe situation.

they so manipulated the thing that like a paralyzed null*1, the 
kick was taken out of it.
